The City Gives Its Notts in Settlement 


for the Steam Boiler, Crusher and 


Sweeper.—Council Business. 


The council held a short session 


last Monday evening, the most im- 
portant business coming before the 
meeting being the allowing of several 
large sized bills. Mayor Barker oc- 
cupied the chair and Aid. Brill, Cook, 
Pflffner, Maine, Gross, Kielis'zewski 
and Pbelps tried to look as comfort- 
able as tne sultry weather and over- 
heated condition of the room would 
permit. J. W. Strope presented a 
petition claiming that he had been 
assessed for a piano he never had or 
never owned, and H. N. Woodworth 
charged that his Clark street home 
was assessed so high that he had to 
pay $17.00 too much. Both matters 
were referred to the city attorney and 
committee on claims to act as they 
deem advisable. 
A resolution settiug 


forth that the city would open streets 
across the Boyington & Atwell prop- 
erty, between the Normal School and 
the fair grounds, and of which streets 
the city holds a deed, as soon as there 
is a need for the opening, was adopted. 


Aid. Kieliszewskt introduced 
a 


resolution setting forth the require- 
ments necessitated by the macadam- 
izing of Strongs avenue, of what shall 
be charged to the property owners, 
etc., and it was adopted. Profiles of 
the grade on Main and Clark streets 
and Strongs avenue, as drawn by En- 
gineer Halliday, were presented and 
placed on file. The mayor spoke of 
the advisability of passing a bicycle 
ordinance, requiring riders to have a 
beil, use a lamp at night, etc., and 
suggested that the riders generally 
were in favor of the same. It will be' 
prepared for introduction at the next 
meeting. 


The mayor also stated that the 


steam road roller company, had been 
settled with, receiving three notes of 
$1,125 each, while the crusher is paid 
in two notes of $600 each, which in- 
cludes extras bought; the sweeper, 
costing $375, was settled for in two 
notes. The drinking basin lor horses 
at the SoattTSlder' fountain, being 
much too small, it was decided by 
motion to have R. A. Cook furnish a 
new basin, some three feet across, for 
$40.00.

A prop- 
osition for a fan blast furnace for 
heating the entire church' was sub- 
mitted by the same company, but the 
society did not feel able to adopt it at 
this time.

Great Increase in Valuation. 


It has been estimated that the as- 


sessment of real estate and personal 
property in Stevens Point for the year 
1896 will amount to nearly $3,000,000, 
against a few thousand over $i;200,000 
in 1895. This is not due entirely to 
our growth during the past year, but 
is mostly the result of a different plan 
adopted~~by bur officials of assessing 
values. Heretofore property has been 
placed on the tax rolls at from one- 
fifth to one-third its cash value, but 
this year Assessors Hamacker and 
Wert have fully doubled the assess- 
ment. Taxes will not be increased m 
the least for this reason, but the per 
cent, will be materially lowered, and 
instead of frightening investors away 
by telling them that we pay from 5 
to 7J per cent, taxes, we can hereafter 
publish to the world that our tax rate 
is 2 or 3 per cent. 


.Lightning Flashes and Freaks. 


Those who were awakened between 


the hours of two and three o'clock 
Tuesday morning, witnessed the grand- 
est and most dazzling electrical dis- 
play they have had an opportunity of 
seeing in many a day, or night either.

worthy of note: 
"America cannot 


run the bimetalic theory on UK own 
account. The free coinage of gold and 
silver at a given ratio of exchange 
would be a xplcndid reform if it were 
brought about by international agree- 
ment. 
But it is doomed to failure as 


an isolated experiment." That un- 
doubtedly represents 
public senti- 


ment in England on the silver ques- 
tion. 
"A splendid reform" over the 


present single gold standard. It has 
the old time ring of John Bull in- 
solence. America can't run its own 
finances, but must needs have the 
consent of England, when there is no 
possible expectation of that consent 
being obtained, because, as Is well 
known, the gold barons dominate the 
financial policy of England and they 
are wedded to the gold standard 
because they can and do control the 
gold, and because the gold stand- 
ards can 
be made more 
profit- 


able to them. 
So America must 


wait for England, before it attempts 
such "splendid reform," and the gold 
men in this country are to perpetuate 
the reign of gold by proposing an 
international agreement, well know- 
ing it cannot be attained, but in that 
way hoping to keep quiet the silver 
men in their party who arc clamoring 
for the double standard and threat- 
ening to bolt because it is denied 
them. Let America try single handed 
to bring about this splendid reform, 
and be not discouraged by the above, 
for we remember that this is not the 
first time England Las claimed Aiucr 
ica could not run its own business 
alone.

FIGHTINGJfOB FLAGS 


COLORS THAT UNION AND CONFED- 


ERATE SOLDIERS DIED FOR. 


Mad* !• th« UOelal rims at th« 


SoBth-Th* "Ovid" ri«* <* Inland and 
th* "Bonny Bin* Flat" of Tcxu—liraut- 
worki Mad* of Kcutucklaiu. 


The custom in tho Union army was to 


have each regiment carry two (lugs—a rogl- 
moutnl, with the sfcito coat of arms em- 
blnzoncd upon a plain blue field, and a na- 
tional, the stare ami stripes, with the uamo 
and number of the regiment. The regi- 
mental flags of the Irish brigade (New 
York), for instance, were of deep green, 
emblazoned with the harp, sunburst and 
shamrock. All Irish regiments lu the sen-- 
ice carried such flags. How deeply Celtic 
enthusiasm could bo stirred by the banner 
of groeu was illustrated during the repulse 
of Piekett ut Gettysburg. Cowan's First 
Xew York battery was ordered in to re- 
lievo Cushlng's about the time that Arm- 
ist«ad's men had rcaehcd the stone wall. 
A simultivneous movement was made by 
tfio Irish brigade from the left toward the 
threatened point. One of Cowan's drivers, 
an Irishman not especially brave, hesitated 
about urging his teum forward where the 
missiles (lew thick and fast. 
Suddenly 


Erin's banner flashed from behind a hslgo 
of rock and caught his eye. Rising in his 
stirrups, ho exclaimed, "Mitherof Moses, 
the owld flag!" and lashed and spurred 
his horses on with a display of zoal that 
his captain, by the most profane appeals, 
had never been able to arouse. 


All tliat, can be said of northern battle- 


flags can 1x3 said of southern ones too. 
Each seceding state sent out troops on its 
own account, and with them, as a symbol, 
Its own colors, usually the coat of arms of 
the state on a plain Held. Among such 
were the famous Palmetto of South Caro- 
lina, the Pelican of Louisiana and the 
Lone Star or Bonny Blue Flag of Texas. 
The flug of the Forty-seventh North Caro- 
lina bore the dates May SO, 1775, and 
May 20, 1861, the dates of the revolt of 
the colony against England and of the 
secession of the state. 


The first official flag of the south was 


the stars and bars, a flag partly copied 
from the Union banner and bearing such 
a strong resemblance to it that the two 
were not distinguishable In the field. In 
battle the opposing commands became 
hopelessly entangled, "as in the first Bull 
Run, and though the results were bloocly 
enough to suit the occasion the southern- 
ers thought the slaughter was not well 
distributed, and began to introduce now 
colors as battle flags, leaving the stars and 
bars for civil and headquarters use. A flag 
known as a "battleflag" appeared in 1863, 
and the cross, similar to that of the Cres- 
cent City flag of 18C1, was its principal 
emblem. This flag consisted of a red fly, 
with two blue diagonal bars, having nar- 
row white borders crossed in the center. 
The bars were white stars numbered ac- 
cording to fancy. Some of the Texans pin- 
ned their bars with a single star. 
The 


famous flag song, 


Hurrah for tho bonny blue flug 
That bears a single star, 


was suggested by the flag of Texas. The 
original Texas flag had been n, blue fly, 
with a white star in tho center, and when 
the Texan troops took tho cross they re- 
tained tho lone star. 


The cross made the Confederate flag con- 


spicuous in battle, and It was retained to 
tho end, being twice modified. On the bat- 
tleflag of 1862 the crossed bars extended 
from corner to corner, making an easy 
target for Union guns, and that arrange- 
ment gave place in 1863 to one with a 
white fly, having a reduced battleflag as a 
cornerpleco. But tho white so preponder- 
ated in mass that tho color became almost 
invisible in a strong brcc7X), and tho flag 
looked like a signal of truce. 
To remove 


this objection a wide, vertical bar of red 
was placed on the other edge of tho fly. 
There was no mistaking this symbol, and 
it satisfied the south, as the features of 
tho old flug still remained—the stars, and 
tho red, white and blue. 


Tho flags of tho Forty-ninth Georgia 


and the Sixth Kentucky ore typt,a of the 
Confederate battlcflags of the cast and 
west, as they were first designed with the 
mammoth blue cross, with white stars and 
borders, on a red ground. 


Tho Sixth Kentucky belonged to tho re- 


nowned Orphan brigade of that state, a 
name bestowed by General Brecklnridge 
after the buttle of Murfrecsboro. Previous 
to the battle these men had been referred 
to as orphans, bccauno they were expatri- 
ated sons of Kentucky, disfranchised and 
disowned by their native state for joining 
tho Confederacy. At Murfreosboro they 
lost their leader, Colonel Hanson, the fa- 
ther of the brigade, who was killed while 
leading them, under tho flro of 62 Union 
cannon—u fire that not only mowed down 
ranks of men, but laid tho trees of tho for- 
est low as with the smiting hand of a tor- 
nado. Thus they became doubly orpliuncd. 
Professor Shaler of Harvard, in MB study 
of "Man and Nature In America," Hptaiks 
of tho men composing this brigade as Il- 
lustrating the higheit typo of American 
manhood. 
Numhuring originally 5,000, 


after three years of service in the hardest 
Iclda of the west, the "Orphans" entered 
upon tho Atlanta series of battles only 
1, HO strong. During the 100 days of flght- 
ng in retreat under Hood the ranks lost 
800 wounded and killed. 
Fewer than 00 


tbcapod unhurt, ami only 240 remained 
'or duty. The remnant of the Sixth, with 
ts flag and colonel, wore captured at Jones- 
boro" by tho Tenth Michigan. 
It was a 


saying in tho west that Hood aliamluned 
Atlanta because he had no more Kuutuuk- 
lans to use as breastworks. 


Tho color iruard, which jilayi the chief 


iurt In the manipulation and defense, of a 
jattlo flag, numbered In the Union infan- 
;ry regiments H men, and in the Confeder- 
ate 12. The color Ije-arers were sergeants, 
hosen for their flue soldiery appearance- 
and records for bravery 


Asa rule the volunteers were not given 


to brilliant deeds individually. 
Modern 


methods of fighting not only do not invito 
them, they waimcly furnish opportunities 
for them. Hutaehimee to wi/ean (neiny's 
fiiig hin^lo handed ofttimes lured men to a 
heroic death, and Colonel Kllxworth, the 
first flag martyr, hod many imitators.— 
New York Sun

celebrated mass at the home of Mrs. 
James Bennett, now .'124 Water street, 
and at Mr. Brabant's house, on the 
corner of Franklin and First streets, 
and at Matt. Slmouis' house, on the 
Jordan road. 
Later the 
Catholics 


runted a shop from Martin Perkins, 
near the present site of Hoeffler's car- 
riage factory, and mass was celebrated 
there for some time. 


As a boom struck the town in 1856, 


and the Catholics became more num- 
erous, William Collins, Patrick Mc- 
Craith and William Leonard started 
out to collect funds to build a church 
and purchase a site. 
On November 


18th, 1850, William Collins deeded to 
Bishop Hennie one acre of land at 
the corner of Clark and Cross streets : 
consideration $125, and the Catholics 
commenced immediately to erect a 
church. 
On the !5th of Oct., 1857, 


Isabella Fay deeded one-tenth of an 
acre, which adjoined the above prop- 
erty, to Bishop Ileunic, consideration 
$50. 


In 1850, Father McGee was ap- 


pointed the first resident pastor. He 
resided for a time with William Col- 
lins, and later with William Leonard, 
In the country. 
Jlc was a warm 


hearted Irishman, a good preacher, 
and an excellent collector, and, one 
day, having concluded that he had 
seen enough of frontier life, boarded 
the stage and was iu Milwaukee be- 
fore the congregation realized they 
were a fold without a shepherd. 
He 


was a successor afterwards in Kan- 
sas. 
Father McGee succeeded as pas- 


tor by Rev. James Htehle, from Sept., 
1857 to Sept., '58, when his brother, 
Kev. Nicholas Stehlo, became pastor, 
and remained until 1800. 
Father 


Nicholas Stchl was a quiet, easy 
going priest, who was well suited to 
the times in which he was pastor. 
Both are dead. 


llev. John Polack. born of noble 


parents in Poland, A. D. 1818, became 
pastor July 20th, 1800. 
fie was a 


learned, pious priest, aud well liked, 
but realuiDg that his health was 
failing he disposed of his affairs, 
appointed persons here to send cer- 
tain articles to his mother in Poland, 
should he die, and, in March, 1862, 
departed for the Sisters Hospital in 
Milwaukee, when he died during the 
following May. He did much to in- 
duce Polanders to settle in Portage 
county, aud was the beginning of the 
large Polish population settled here 
now. 
During the pastorate of Father 


Polack, Bishop Hcnnie, of Milwaukee, 
visited the church, and gave con- 
firmation, the (Irst time it was con- 
ferred in Stevens Point. 


Rev. M. Hens resided here as pas- 


tor during 18o;i, and as he was un- 
guarded in his remarks, which were 
no way complimentary, lie departed 
after a short but stormy career, un- 
wept and unlamcnted. 


Rev. L. Lux succeeded him as pas- 


tor, and was a bright, attractive per- 
son, and a good speaker. 
Ho was a 


native of Holland, and had convinced 
himself that sooner or later be would 
be appointed bishop: but like many 
other 
delusive 
imaginations, his 


ambition was doomed to disappoint- 
ment, and leaving Stevens 
Point, 


where he was much respected, lie 
returned to Holland. 


On January 12th, 1800. James Pol- 


lard and wife deeded to Uishop Hen- 
nie two lots at the corner ot Clark 
aud Pine streets, consirteiatiun $575. 
Kev. M. Schwebach having been ap- 
pointed pastor about this time, re- 
moved the priest's house from where 
the tirst church was located, at the 
corner of Clark and Cross streets, 
and erected the present church on the 
lots purchased from James Pollard. 
He was a n a t i v e of Luxemburg, of 
an easy, jovial disposition, but had 
little .sympathy for American ideas 
and customs, 
lie was paMur of St. 


Joseph's church at Oconto, after he 
left Stevens Point, in lsr,i>, and re- 
mained there u n t i l hi' died. 
His 


remains are buried in St. Stephen's 
cemetery, this city. 


Rev. William Mahony. of Ireland, 


was pastor from No\.. 
1^1,0, until 


October, H70. 
He was one of the 


most eloquent preachers of his time 
and a whole-souled man, and after 


i leaving Stevens Point wa- assistant 
pastor of St. John's Cathedral, Mil- 
waukee, and died some years ago. in 


j Dakota, where lie had charge ol a 


I congregation. 
! 
Rev. Louis Cornelius was pastor 


from Apr., 1^71. u n t i l Juiy, H7.'?, 
He was ;i native of Helgnim. and had 
been a profe---or at St. KnincLs Sem- 
inary some years previous, and know- 
ing how necessary for the child early 
Christian education is. he immediate- 
ly commenced to erect tbe present 
parochial school: which in those <lays 
was considered a very good building. 
According to his own accounts, he 
collected -M..'>">vt from the C.ithohcs 
in city and vicinity, and *25o from 


the non-Catholics of tbe city to pay 
the expenses incurred in building tbe 
school. He was afterwards pastor at 
Oshlcosh, Maple Grove, and De Fere, 
and finally removed to Minnesota, 
where be died. 


Father Tan^uary succeeded him as 


pastor, from July, 1873, until Aug., 
'74. He opened the school aud placed 
it in charge of tbe Sisters of Notre 
Dame, who still continue their labors 
iu the Interests of religion and educa- 
tion, and have done much to advance 
the cause of the church in this city. 
After a short pastorate of a little 
more than a year, Father Tanguary 
removed to DePere, 
arid then to 


Appleton, where he rendered himself 
most dear to all good people and 
U'u-atly improved the church property. 
He died some years ago at Appleton, 
where his remains were interred, and 
where his memory is revered and 
held in benediction. 


In September, 1874, Rev. N. July 


began a long and useful pastorate. 
In 1870. Father Bogacki assembled 
the 50 Polish families then in the 
city, in St. .Stephen's school-house, 
niised 3800 to begin a Polish Catholic 
church, St. Peter's, and separated the 
Poles from St. Stephen's 
church. 


Later, about 18*5, Father July suc- 
ceeded in organizing the Hungarian 
people who belonged to St. Stephen's 
church, and established St. Joseph's 
church on Center Ave. 
During the 


time he was pastor, he also built the 
Catholic church at Custer, and at- 
tended the churches 
at 
Lanark, 


Knowlton, Sharon and Buena Vista, 
and established most of the churches 
along the Wisconsin Central R. fi. 
in the diocese of La Crosse. 
Having 


been pastor for 13 years, and having 
seen two sister churches spring up on 
either side of St. Stephen's, he decid- 
ed to remove to Rhinelander. Dur- 
ing his pastorate, he enlarged the 
church and erected the present com- 
modious pastorate residence. He was 
succeeded by "Rev. C. J. Alten, Rev. 
R. P. Lorigan and Rev. M. J. O'Brien. 
Rev. W. J. Rice, the present pastor 
took possession May 31st, 1893, the 
same 3'car that tbe money panic 
struck town. 
He declares, however, 


that he never approved of the panic, 
that it did not come .with him, and 
that he hopes it will be soon a matter 
of history. 
The few Catholics who 


assembled in the school house in 1853 
and of whom perhaps Mr. and Mrs. 
William Collins are the only survivors, 
have increased and multiplied until 
the church has now 1,000 members. 
In reviewing the history of tbe con- 
gregation, I found a very friendly 
feeling among the early members of 
the congregation for their former 
pastors. 
Each one remembered some- 


thing interesting and spoke kindly of 
the good pioneer priests, who left 
comfortable homes and braved the 
dangers of the wilderness to preach 
the Gospel and establish the Church 
in Stevens Point. 
May their names 


be written in the Book of Life, and 
never be forgotten.

day night just outside of Atlantic City, 
N. J. Forty-one persons are dead, and 
the list of the wounded numbers fifty- 
six. 


The Reading railroad express, which 


left Philadelphia at 5:40 o'clock in the 
afternoon for Atlantic City crashed in- 
to a Pennsylvania Central excursion 
train at the second signal tower, about 
four miles out from here. The Penn- 
sylvania train was returning to Bridge- 
ton with a party of 500 excursionists 
from that place, Millville and neighbor- 
ing towns. 


At the second signal tower the tracks 


of the two roads diagonally cross. The 
Reading track was given the signal, 
but the switch either failed to work or 
the speed of the express was too great 
to be checked in time. It caught the 
excursion train broadside and plowed 
through, literally cleaving it in two. 
The engine of the Reading train was 
shattered to pieces. 


As soon as the news reached Atlantic 


City the 
utmost consternation pre- 


vailed. 
Relief trains were dispatched 


to the scene, loaded with cots and a 
force of surgeons. As quick as the 
bodies were recovered they were car- 
ried into the local hospitals. A general 
fire alarm was sounded, and the depart- 
ment promptly responded aiding in the 
work of digging for the victims. 


The first Reading relief train bore 


into the city twenty-seven mangled. 
corpses—men, women 
and children. 


The next train, not an hour later, car- 
ried fifteen of the maimed and wound- 
ed, snd two of these died soon after 
reaching the city. As train L'.fter train 
rar to the scene of the wreck and came 
back with the wounded, ths sanitarium, 
v.hich serves as the city hospital, quick- 
ly fcimd its capacity overtaxed.

Almost at the same instant the engine 
cut its way through, and caught him 
directly in its path. His body and that 
of Farr were found under a heap of 
debris, but the engineer lay in what re- 
mained of the cab, and his right hand 
still clasped the throttle. The fireman 
on the train had leaped a few seconds 
before, and escaped with trifling in- 
juries. 


Mrs. Edward Farr, wife of the Read- 


ing engineer who was killed, when in- 
formed of her husband's tragic end, 
threw up her hands with a frantic- 
shriek and fell dead at the feet of her 
informant.

The people's party, assembled in na- 


tional convention, reaffirms its allegi- 
ance to the principles declared by the 
founders of the republic and also 
to 
the 
fundamental 
principles of 


just government, as enunciated in 
the 
platform 
of 
the 
party 
in 


1892, but recognizes that through the 
action of the present and preceding ad- 
ministrations the country has reached 
a crisis in its national life, as predicted 
In our platform four years ago, and at 
present prompt and patriotic action is 
the supreme duty of the hour. To re- 
alize that while we have political inde- 
pendence our financial and industrial 
independence is yet to be attained by 
restoring to the peoples' government 
the constitutional control and exercise 
of the functions necessary to that end, 
which functions have been basely sur- 
rendered by our public servants to cor- 
porate monopolies. The 
influence of 


European money-changers has been 
more potent in shaping legislation than 
ihe voice of the American people. Ex- 
ecutive power and patronage have been 
used to corrupt our legislatures and de- 
feat the will of the people, and plutoc- 
racy has thereby been enthroned upon 
the ruins of democracy. To restore the 
government of the fathers and for the 
welfare and prosperity of this and fu- 
ture generations, we demand the estab- 
lishment of our economic and financial 
systems, which shall make us masters 
of our own affairs and independent of 
European control, by the adoption of 
the following- declaration of principles: 


1. We demand a national currency, 


safe and sound, and issued by the gen- 
eral government only, a full legal ten- 
der for all debts, public and private, 
and without the use of banking corpor- 
ations; an honest, equitable and effici- 
ent means of distribution direct to the 
people, and through the lawful dis- 
bursements of the government. 


2. We demand the free and unrestrict- 


ed coinage of silver and gold at the 
present legal ratio of 16 to 1 by the 
United States without waiting for the 
consent of foreign nations. 


3. We demand that the volume of cir- 


culating- medium be speedily increased 
to an amount sufficient to meet the de- 
mands of the business and population 
of this country, and to restore the just 
level of prices of labor and production, 
and thereby establish prosperity and 
happiness for the people. 


4. We denounce the sale of bonds and 


the increase of the public interest bear- 
ing debt made by the present adminis- 
tration as unnecessary and without au- 
thority of law, and we demand a law ab- 
solutely prohibiting the sale of bonds 
and increase of the public debt, except 
in accordance with aa act or acts of 
congress authorizing the same. 


6. We demand such legislation as will 


prevent the demonetization of the law- 
ful money of the United States by pri- 
vate contract. 


6. We demand that the government 


in payment of its obligations shall use 
its option as to the kind of 
lawful 


money in which they are to be paid, and 
we denounce the present and preceding 
administrations for surrendering this 
option to the holders of government ob- 
ligations. 


7. We demand a graduated Income tax 


to the end that aggregated wealth shall 
bear its just proportion of taxation, 
and we denounce the recent decision of 
the supreme court In regard to the in- 
come-tax as a misinterpretation of 
the constitution and an invasion of the 
rightful powers of congress over the 
subject of taxation. 


8. We demand that postal savings 


ban!;s be established by the govern- 
ment for the safe deposit of the savings 
of the people and to facilitate exchange. 


A true policy demands that the na- 


tional and state legislation shall be such 
as will ultimately enable every prudent 
and industrious man to own a home, 
and therefore the land should not be 
monopolized for speculative purposes. 
All agricultural and grazing lands now 
held by railroad corporations in excess 
of their actual need should by lawful 
means be reclaimed by the government 
and held for actual settlers only, and 
private land monopoly should be pre- 
vented by appropriate state and nation- 
al legislation. 


The Pacific railroad companies have, 


through the connivance of the interior 
department, robbed multitudes of ac- 
tual and bona fide settlers of their 
homes and miners of their claims, and 
we demand legislation 
by congress 


which will enforce the exception of min- 
eral land from such grants after, as 
well as before, patent. 


We hold that all governments derive 


their just powers from the consent of 
the governed, and in order that the con- 
sent of the governed may be clearly as- 
certained we favor direct legislation 
under proper constitutional safeguards 
so that a given percentage of the citi- 
zens shall have a right of Initiating, 
framing and preparing laws and of 
compelling the submission thereof, a.i-.A 
of all important laws, whether proposed 
by national, state or local legislatures, 
to a direct vote of the people for their 
approval or rejection. 


Transportation being a means of ex- 


change and a public necessity, the gov- 
ernment should own and operate the 
railroads in the Interest of the people; 
to the end that all men may be accord- 
ed the same1 treatment In transporta- 
tion, and that the tyranny and political 
power now exetclsed by the great cor- 
porations, which result In the Impair- 
ment, If not the destruction, of the po- 
litical right and personal liberty of the 
citizen, may be destroyed. Such owner- 
ship Is to be accomplished gradually. In 
a manner consistent with sound public 
policy. 


The interest of the United States In 


the public highways built with public 
moneys and the proceeds of extensive 
grants of land, known as the Pacific 
railroads, should never be alienated, 
mortgaged or sold, but guarded and 
protected for the general welfare, as 
provided by the laws organizing said 
Pacific railroads. 
The foreclosure of 


the subsisting liens of the United States 
on these roads should at once follow de- 
fault in the payment thereof by the 
debtor companies, and that after the 
foreclosures of said roads the govern- 
ment shall purchase the same if it be- 
comes necessary to protect its interests 
therein, or if the same can be pur- 
chased at a reasonable price; and the 
government shall operate said railroads 
as public highways for the benefit of 
the whole people, and not in the inter- 
est of the few, .under suitable pro- 
visions for protection of life and prop- 
erty, giving to all transportation inter- 
ests equal privileges and equal rates 
for fares and freights. 


We denounce the present infamous 


schemes for refunding these debts, and 
demand that the laws now applicable 
thereto be executed and administered 
according to their true intent and spirit. 


The telegraph, like the postoffice sys- 


tem, being a necessity for the transmis- 
sion of news, should be owned and oper- 
ated by the government in the interest 
of the people. 


We demand that bona fide settlers 


on ,.all public lands be granted free 
homes, as provided In the national 
homestead law, and that no exception 
be made in the case of Indian reserva- 
tions when opened for settlement, and 
that all lands not now patented come 
under this demand. 


We favor a system of direct legisla- 


tion through the initiative and referen- 
dum, 
under proper constitutional safe- 
guards. 


We demand the election of president, 


vice-president and United States sena- 
tors by a direct vote of the people. 


We tender to the patriotic people of 


Cuba our deepest sympathy in their 
heroic struggle for political freedom 
and independence, and we believe th« 
time has come when the United States, 
the great 
republic of the world, 


should recognize that Cuba is, and of 
right ought to be, a free and independ- 
ent state. 


We favor home rule in the territories 


and the District of Columbia, and the 
early admission of the territories as 
states.- 


All public salaries should be made to 


correspond to the price of labor and 
its products. 


In times of great industrial depres- 


sion, Idle labor should be employed on 
public work as far as practicable. 


The arbitrary course of the courts In 


assuming to imprison citizens for in- 
direct contempt and ruling by injunc- 
tion should be prevented by proper 
legislation. 


We favor just pensions for our dis- 
abled soldiers. 


Believing that the elective franchise 


and untrammeled ballot are essential 
to a government of, for and by the peo- 
ple, the people's party condemns the 
wholesale system of disfranchisement 
adopted in some of the states as un- 
republican and undemocratic, and we 
declare it to be the duty of the several 
state legislatures to take such action 
as will secure a full, free and fair bal- 
lot and an honest count. 


While the foregoing propositions 


constitute the platform upon which our 
party stands, and for the vindication of 
which its organization will be main- 
tained, we recognize that the great and 
pressing issue of the pending campaiga 
upon which the present presidential 
election will tnrn is the financial ques- 
tion, and upon this great and specific 
issue between the parties we cordially 
invite the aid and co-operation of all 
organizations and citizens agreeing 
with us upon this vital question.

a bicycle clean and in order Is of equal 
mportance with knowing how to /ido. 
Some do not know what should be done 
with a bicycle at the end of a day's 
lourney. 


A bicycle requires as much care as 


any other 
piece of 
machinery—and 


more. 


Care Well Uepitld. 


The rider who takes good care of his 


wheel is well repaid for his trouble. 
At tho end of tho season he has a wheel 
that is really in better condition than 
when he started with it new In the 
spring. Barring a few scratches in the 
enamel, it Is far superior in every re- 
spect to the new wheel. 


All that, of course, applies to the 


ilgh-grado wheel made of first-class 
material. If one has a. cheap wheel it 
doesn't make so much difference, be- 
cause a cheap wheel is of no service at 
the end of tho season, no matter how 
much care is taken of it. That, as well 
is anything else, illustrates the differ- 
ence between ti high-priced wheel and a 
:heap one. When tho riding season is 
over tho high-grade wheel is worth at 
east half of what was originally paid 
'or it; the cheap wheel is worth noth- 
ng, because nobody wants It, and Hie 
machinery is played out completely. 


In caring for a wheel one rule Jiust 


be constantly observed and above all 
others. 
The machine must be kept 


clean and in a place where dampness 
cannot reach it. Not only does a clean 
wheel look better, but when clean there 
is little or no friction in any of the 
parts. Keeping it out of the dampness 
also prevents the formation of rust, and 
all the parts work easier and more ^ree- 
y when the wheel is kept dry. 
Take 


two wheels exactly alike, and keep one 
in a dry place and the other where it 
is damp—in n cellar, for instance. The 
ilifferencc in the running and appenr- 
ince of them will be marked in a very 
short time. I have tried 
both and 


know. 


Cleaning the Wheel. 


In cleaning the wheel, every bit cf 


lust ought to be removed. Only soft 
cloths should be used, because anything 
else will scratch the 
enamel. 
The 


cloths should be 
oily—that 
is, Just 


enough oil in them to make its presence 
apparent and so littl-c of it that none 
can be detected on the parts thnt have 
been cleaned. For cleaning the nickel 
the rider may suit his or her fancy. 
There arc dozens of preparations made 
for the purpose, all of which are good. 


Particular attention should be given 


to tho chain and sprockets. 
\\'o are 


not using gear cashes here yet, and dirt 
accumulates in the chain very quickly; 


machine which need especial care. In 
all good wheels the bearings are !n a 
dust-proof case, so they do not require 
attention so frequently 
as the chain 


and sprockets. If bearings are cleaned 
out one a month it will be sufficient. 
A little kerosene run through them will 
do the work thoroughly. 
When the 


oil has evaporated, 
a lubricating oil 


may be applied. 
A few drops of oil 


in the bearings Is better than a gallon. 
There is little danger of getting too 
much, because the oil will work itself 
out. 
But that makes an oil-covered 


wheel, which is undesirable for many 
reasons, one ef which is that It will 
ruin the appearance of a smart bicycle 
costume. 
Sprockets are very easily 


cleaned, and should be gone over with 
an oil rag. They do not pppd to be 
cleaned as frequently as the chain, 
which should be looked after once a 
week at least. When cleaning the bear- 
ings it will be well to see if they are 
properly adjusted. They should work 
with 
no outside 
play, 
yet loosely 


enough to run freely. 


This description applies to an ordi- 


nary diamond frame wheel. There are 
many extra attachments, and different 
makers have different ways of putting 
a -wheel together, so that they may dif- 
fer in one or two minor details. 
The 


description given, however, is in the 
main correct. 
It includes mud-guards 


and their fittings, which are used but 
little here, but are on all wheels made 
in England. 
They are used generally 


on drop-frame wheels in this country.

When It 


has soalu'd for awhile, tal;^ the chain 
out and complete the task by rinsing 
it through clean kerosene. 
Wipe dry 


nnd the chain is ready for use .igain, 
as good as \\heu it was now. 


Oil the Hint l.nhrlrunt. 


Some riders, after cleaning the chain, 


warm it up and then apply vaseline or 
talli>«. I do not helieve th.it to he the 
Isetter plan. 1 have made it a practice 
to lubricate (he chain with regular bi- 
cycle oil. placing ono drop of oil on 
each link, and working it In between 
the links. Don't use soap ns a lubri- 
cant. It has been advocated by some, 
who ought to know better, as a good 
temporary lubricant. Experience ha» 
taught us, however, that it is far from 
satisfactory for tho purpose. 


When using oil or grease in any form 


about the- wheel be careful to get none 
of It on tho tires. Oil affects the rub- 
ber Feriously. It will he well to remem- 
ber also that tires work best 
when 


cool, and that the sun has almost'' us 
bad effect on them as oil. When riding 
on« cannot holp having the tires 
warmed up some, but when the wheel 
Is not in use it should be kept in a 
cool place.

Some allege- that lie is a back number, 
no longer in the confidence of the ein- 
poror, unpopular among the powerful 
meji of the government, and that instead 
of being uu honor his appoinmeut us 
envoy to represent his royal muster at 
thv coronation of the czar was only a 
ruse Jo get him ont of the way until his 
enemies could complete bis undoing. 


These statements 
seem somewhat 


probable; but, on the other baud, there 
are the European diplomats who treated 
him BO cordially, and who assert that 
Li is just as big n gun as ever, and that 
when ho returns to China it will be to 
resume his former high rank and im- 
portant offictjR 


It is entirely likely that Li Hung 


Chang is but little worried about his 
treatment abroad, for by this time he 
must have been wined and dined to his 
heart's content. In St. Petersburg, in 
Paris and iu Berlin he has been the 
honored guest at elaborate banquets, at 
which, so it is rumored, ho did not taste 
a morsel of food, but only sat and looked 
as pleasant us possible. The most inter- 
esting feature of his European tour was 
his visit to Bismarck. He chatted with 
the Iron Chancellor over the coffee cups 
at Freidrichsruh, and, in his artless 
Chinese way, asked the retired states- 
man to advise him as to the best way of 
managing mi unruly emperor who didu't

Some of tliem will 
betiaid in all earnestness, too, for lie has 
more than onee expressed his liking for 
Americans in ;\ suhstantial manner. He 
treated General Grant most royally 
when the hitter visited China during 
his tour around the world and made the 
lion. John W. Foster one of his confi- 
dential advisers during the lute war.

summer gloves with gasoline, have any 
Weu how these oils are luudvi And yet a 
few mllu* from Chlcugo, ut Whiting, Ind,, 
is the largest oil refinery In tho world. 


Every ouo kiio\v» thut In Its crude state 


the oil comes out of theeurth, but it would 
bo nn utterly uwiless discovery were It not 
for the brainii.uiid money used in the re- 
fining of the raw material. By the use of 
tho brains and money, however, not only 
the clour oil, but several other products, 
are drawn from the crude material. 


Xaphtl.a, ben/lne, gasoline and kero- 


sene, the last often called coal or Illumi- 
nating oil, belong to the same family. 
The three first named, being lighter oils, 
do not require nearly bo much handling to 
bring them to perfection as the kerosene. 
This, of course, is easy to believe, but 
when it is said that from tho same crude 
oil, after all the lif-'hti r oils have been dis- 
tilled out, wax is nmde so closely resem- 
bling the product of the bee as to deceive 
even an expert, mid that it Is used in 
chewing gum fnrtoriei., ciindle factories, 
laundries rind even in candy factories, one 
is often met with n polite look*4f doubt or 
an incredulous slinig of the shoulders. 
Wt it Is MJ 
It is possible to go yet 
fur- 


ther and say tlmr hundreds of horn^s in 
Whiting and in Chicago have been mmlc 
comfortable tills whiter by tho refuse that 
adheres to the bottom und sides of tho 
"Htilli" lifter even the wax has been 
pressed out. This refuse makes a good 
coke, i-J easily liglit<-<! and Is warmer, 
cleaner anil cheaper than cfiiil. 
Hundreds 


of tuns (ire rcni'ivud from the stills daily 
before they are "charged" again, and hun- 
dreds of tlio.se who use this fuel do not 
know that it was ome crude oil, dug in 
the Ohio fields and piped oil to Whiting. 
The uarhonteised in electric lights is also 
made from this coke. Nothing Is wasted. 


As the most common the kerosene oil is 


perhaps the most interesting of the prod- 
ucts. After leaving tiie crude stills It ap- 
pears again in the -'sweetening" stills, Or 
In the "compound cylinders," which per- 
form the sumo work as tho sweetening 
stills, but is u newer invention and Is pat- 
ented by an outsider, who allows only 40 
iu each refinery. The''sweeteners" form 
an Important factory in the refining of 
Ohio oil. Owing to the "compound" 
before mentioned and the continuous fric- 
tion of the immense wire brushes which 
keep the oil In n mad whirl it loses much 
of its bad odor 
Ic is again vapored off, 


cooled in tlie condenser boxes and passed 
oft into the "steam stills" for the next 
process. 


In tho steam stills it is treated just the 


saiuo as in the two previous processes, with 
tho addition of a washing by steam from 
perforated pipes passing through it. It is 
"vapored" off as before, and now one 
would suppose that it wus ready for use. 
Not quite. The kerosene oil now passes 
into the agitator for the final process. The 
agitator in a funnel qhiiicd tank iu which 
the oil i.s treated with ;i<:id and beaten arid 
blown nbout by u machine called a blower 
and washed by torrents of water until it 
roars like tho lake in a storm Every parti- 
cle of foreign matter is thus expelled. . It 
ia then pumped olT into the storage tanks 
for shipping.—Chicago Tribune,

A FlfTY-CENT DOLLAR. 


Perhaps there is no more specious 


or Invidious arguiueut invoked against 
the free coinage of silver than that 
which is made to induce the voter to 
believe that free coinage at the ratio 
of Hi to 1 would produce a 00-cent 
dollar, or a dishonest dollar. 
Those 


who advance this theory may be hon- 
est in their argument, but their logic 
is somewhat at fault. 
They assert 


that as the price of silver is only 
about r>0 cents at present the amount 
of bullion contained in a dollar, under 
free coinage, would still remain at 
its old price. They lose sight of the 
fact that up Lo the time that silver 
was demonetized it was worth as 
much as gold, but that the demoniti- 
/.o^jon of it immediately denuded it 
of all value except us u commodity 
used only in the arts arid a few minor 
nations as coins. The, rehabilitation 
ol silver would bring its value up to 
that of gold and make it pass current 
with gold at the established ratio. 


"liut,''someone says, "that would 


enable the holders of silver to make 
an enormous profit on their slock of 
silver." Granted, what of i i V 
IMd 


anyone over argue that it was dishon- 
est or injurious to the public for the 
larmer to gut $10.00 a ton lor his hay 
instead of SO.00? If the price of lum- 
ber advances §1.00 per thousand do 
not all who live in the lumber region 
rejoice? 
To a certain degree 
the 


prosperity of one cla.ss adds to the 
prosperity of all. 
If silver is again 


placed on a free monetary footing 
with gold it will add much wealth to 
the country, increase business invest- 
ments, employ more labor, increase 
the consumer's ability to buy, and the 
debtor's ability to pay. The govern- 
ment would have no difficulty 
in 


maintaining the parity of the two 
rnetals for tbe logic of natural com- 
mercial laws would establish 
and 


maintain it. 


The result of free coinage then, in- 


stead of giving us a 50-cent dollar, as 
the gold men claim, would give us an 
increased volume of full legal tender 
money, worth 100 cents on the dollar, 
and would so stimulate the diversifled 
industries that increased wealth and 
prosperity would come to all. So 
complete a revolution would it make 
that four years hence no political 
party would dare to jeopardize its 
chances of success by declaring for 
tlie single gold standard. 


No one, not even the silver!tes, 


wants a dishonest dollar or a 50-cent 
dollar, and the argument advanced 
by the self-styled 
"honest-money"' 


men is as injurious to the public 
welfare as it is illogical, in its con- 
clusions. 
If the price of silver, when 


clothed with full and free monetary 
value be advanced to that of gold at 
an established ratio as it will be, it 
will pass current among all nations 
the safue as gold does at the present 
time. Thus, instead of waiting an 
indefinite period for the millenium 
which the gold men look for when 
the great European nations 
shall 


agree to adopt a bimetallic standard, 
we shall force them by the logic of 
events to follow our example. — Ex. 


THE Sentinel, last Friday, devoted 


over a column to Mgr. Xeininger's 
views on the money question, and 
with glaring and numerous head lines 
announced that he was for gold.

few years ago when the Sentinel pub- 
lished 
the 
reverend 
gentleman's

GOLD is not in actual circulation in 


the United States today. You can get 
it if you don't want it. but not other- 
wise, unless you are a banker who 
handles large sums of money and in 
doing so sifts out the legal 
tenders 


and sends them to the Tinted States 
treasury. 
"With the exception of this 


draining gold by the bankers from the 
treasury, gold would be just as much 
in circulation after the resumption of 
free silver coinage as it is now.—Mil- 
waukee New*.

There IB u new disease, and aa It U of a 


common, everyday, inexpensive aort we 
may all Indulge in Its imaginary symp- 
toms and pains, if wo wish, to our hearts* 
content. Unlike thut ultra fashionable dis- 
order, appendicitis, it is not an expensive 
malady, nor do we have to go to a hospital 
and have a surgical operation performed 
to be cured. The disease has been called 
aatrophobia, and persons Buffering fro.. 
it ore human barometers, so to speak. 
They prophesy the weather and can predict 
without error 24 hours before the ap- 
proach of a northeast storm. 
Before a 


rising thunder squall they are miserable 
beings. There are those indeed who are 
utterly prostrated before and during 
thunderstorm, and aome are even thrown 
Intospoima. 


It has long been known that insects anl 


certain domestic animals become aware o 
approaching changes in the weather.. The; 
understand the heralds of coming storms 
not from visual observation, but througl 
their nervous system. Insects fly close to 
the ground before a storm, and birds fly 
low to catch them. Turkeys will sniff the 
air and seek cover long before n coming 
change In the atmosphere, and, indeed 
make considerable fuss about It too. While 
this quality of premonition is genera 
among the lower animals it does not with 
them reach the perfection attained b; 
somo afflicted human beings—those with 
abnormally sensitive organizations, deli 
cate systems and nerves attuned to every 
physical impression. 


It is to the presence of electricity in the 


atmosphere and its variable effects upon 
the nerves of these sensitive subjects thai 
may be attributed their unenviable power 
of foretelling the weather and the disorder 
ed state of their systems when storm con 
ditions are present. 


There abounds in the air what is known 


as atmospheric electricity, the existing po 
larity of which, positive or negative, indi 
cates respectively normal and abnormal 
weather conditions. It is when the air is 
charged with positive electricity that one 
feels ''good,'' so to speak—that is, one ex- 
periences tJie bracing, stimulating effects 
of pure air charged with ozone. 


The presence of negative electricity, 


however, bus the contrary effect and shows 
one of two things; either that storm con- 
ditions are present or are approaching. 


It is now well known that there are two 


regular tides of positive electricity in the 
atmosphere—the high, or maximum, which 
occurs between the hours of 9 a. in. and 12 
m. and 6 and 9 p. m., and the low, or mini 
mum, between 2 und 5 p. m. and 1 and 5 
a. m. 


There are those who almost every day 


pass through tides of feeling which, if 
they do not mathematically correspond to 
these daily tides of electricity in the air, 
follow so closely as to render certain a re- 
lation between the variable states of the 
system and tho variable states of the air. 


From 8 a. m. to 13 m. is the golden time 


for brain work, as all students know. From 
1 to 4 p. m. there ore frequently a dullness 
and lassitude present that make hard work 
a task. The latter part of the afternoon 
the spirits revive, and between 4 and 8 or 0 
o'clock is what might be called the silver 
period of the day for all mental labor. 


Irregular disturbances in the electrical 


condition of the atmosphere in storms, 
and especially in thunderstorms and 
northeast storms, affect the nervous sys- 
tem of these impressible temperaments 
most unpleasantly, often bringing on or 
aggravating neuralgia, rheumatism und 
other pains, as well as inviting mental 
listlessness and discouragement. 


Who of us, for that matter, even of the 


most robust cast, have not at times felt a 
sort of resonance in the atmosphere—a cer- 
tain "feel" in the nir, which seemed to 
'take hold," so to speak, and that maybe 
in an unsuspected rheumatic joint, this 
when tho wind has been blowing lively 
!rom tho northeast. 


At ono of tho largest institutions in tho 


country for the treatment of nervouri dis- 
eases it has boon established beyond nil 
question and by experiments extending 
over u period of several years that attacks 
)f epilepsy und mania correspond in a 
arge number of Instances to change? in 
tho electrical condition of the air. 


There is nothing strange in all this, for 


all naturalists know that many plants pr j- 
dlct storms with wonderful precision hours 
>eforo they appear. Alan, with his exalted 
ind complete nervous system, and espc 
;ially civilized man, is fur more Impress! • 
Die than any animal or flower. 


It is therefore not humane to despise 


iheso subtle, storm anticipating painn in 
our friends, nor, Indeed, may wo ridicule 
the statement of a chunce Infirm weather 
>rognosticator who may claim, and perhaps 
xs able to prove, that he "knows it's goin 
to rain, 'cause he can feel it in his j'lnts."

Mr. Osborne's mother and tho major's 


mother were sisters. The two boys won 
to school together at tho old academy at 
Poland, O., and the warm friendship 
which was then built up still exists. The; 
enlisted at the same time and went to the 
front In the same regiment. Osborno, who 
was a little older than McKlnley and of a 
less hardy constitution, could not stanc 
the hardships of tho camp and field ant 
fell a victim to typhoid fever. He was sent 
home, and on his recovery, although ho re- 
turned to his regiment, was unable to 
make for himself the distinguished record 
which his cousin did. 


At the close of tho war he went to Ann 


Arbor, Mich., and took n course In the 
law school. Then he returned to Ohio anc 
practiced law at Youngstown. Ho became 
active in politics there and was elected 
mayor in 1874. In 1880 he removed to 
Boston, which was the homo of his wife's 
parents. Mrs. Osborno was formerly Miss 
Francis Clara Hastings. When Mr. Has- 
tings died, his widow and Mr. and Mrs. 
Osbonio spent several years in Europe, and 
on their return Mr. Osborne settled per- 
manently in Boston. 


Ho soon began to take an active interest 


In city politics and in 1885 was elected to 
the common council. He served with such 
success that he was appointed a year later 
as a member of the metropolitan police 
board. After serving for three years Com- 
missioner Osborno was reappointed by Gov- 
ernor Ames for a term of five years. After 
leaving tho police board ho continued to 
take an active part in municipal campaigns 
nnd was ono of those who engineered the 
election of Mayor Hart. 


Mr. Osborno Is frequently called " Gen- 


eral," a titlo which he has vainly tried to 
get rid of. "I was a private,'' ho declares, 
"and I am proud of it, because there are 
but a few of us left. I have never been a 
military officer of any kind." Yet the titlo 
lias stuck to him, and more than half his 
friends still call him "General" Osborne, 
although ho occasionally enters a weary 
protest. He is a quiet, unassuming man 
and is very popular with New England Re- 
publicans.
